electrodes. Kimura discloses an exposing device, as shown in Fig. 1, in which the air gaps 1 1 
foxm^ between the signal electrodes 3 and the scan electrodes 13, However, Kimura does no^ 
teach or suggest that the air gaps U in diff^ent light modulator units 14 have dilSerent air gapl 
thicknasses. '1 

In particular, the device of claim 1 is a color display that is very different fiom tiiei: 
exposing device. The device of claim 1 is a color display, in which there are first air g^s^j 
second air gaps and third air gaps having different air gap diicknesses between the second

Therefore, Stem cannot cure the deficiencies of Kimura The 
reference or references, taken alone or combined, fails to teach or suggest each and every elem^t 
in claim 1. 

For at least fibe foregoing reasons. Applicant respectfully submits that independent claifii; 
1 patently define over the piiorart references, and should be allowed* F or at least the samel 
reasons, dependent claims 2-8 patently define over the prior art as well. 

Applicants further newly added claim 9 claiming that fte air gap thiclmess of the first ait 
gaps is smaller than that of the second air gaps and the air gap thickness of the second air gaps is : 
smaller than that of th« third air g«^3, wherein red light is emitted through the first air gaps, blue > 

light is flitted through the second air g^s and green light is emitted thit>ugh the third air gja^S 
The limitation in claim 9 is not disclosed in Kimura's reference and Stem^s reference.
